When  the  slate  is  complete,  it  will  be  presented  to  the  congregation  and  officers  will  be  chosen  by  lot  at  the  congregational  meeting. 

The  council  covets  your  prayers  on  a  continuous  basis,  but  especially  as  we  seek  the  Spirit's  guidance  in  putting  nomina- 
tions together  for  the  council  of  2010.  Remember  the  importance  and  honor  of  these  offices,  for  it  is  Christ  himself  who  calls  us  to 
serve  in  His  kingdom  work  in  both  Comstock  CRC  and  our  community.

Elder  Notes 

Grape  Juice  at  the  Lord's  Supper 

Over  the  past  four  months,  the  elders  have  been  reviewing  how  we  practice  the  Lord's  Supper  in  regard  to  the  wine  and  grape  juice. 
Discussion  started  following  concerns  expressed  fi-om  the  congregation  regarding  our  current  practice.  We  have  been  offering  both 
wine  and  grape  juice  in  the  trays  during  Communion.  This  has  led  to  two  issues.  First,  it  has  been  confusing  to  know  which  cups 
hold  wine  and  which  hold  juice.  Secondly,  and  more  importantly,  it  has  raised  concern  over  having  wine  available  at  all.  The  con- 
cerns relate  to  youth  participating  and  the  potential  for  someone  struggling  with  addiction  participating.  The  elders  decided  to  review 
the  issue  by  consulting  Scripture  and  discussing  the  practical  issues  involved.  After  reviewing  the  applicable  Scripture,  we  found  no 
strong  biblical  teaching  insisting  on  the  use  of  wine.  We  also  thought  that  the  practical  issues  were  strong  enough  to  warrant  a 
change  of  practice  for  our  congregation.  After  prayer,  study,  and  discussion,  we  have  decided  to  only  offer  grape  juice  for  our  cele- 
bration of  the  Lord's  Supper.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  concerns  about  this,  please  contact  your  district  elder.

Sports: 

Beyond  Belief  by  Josh  Hamilton  -  The  powerfully  honest  story  of  baseball's  most  promising  young 
star,  an  All-American  boy  who  was  destined  for  fame  and  wealth  before  he  lost  everything  in  a  hope- 
less, downward  spiral  into  drug  addiction  and  despair.  But  our  God  is  a  God  of  the  impossible,  and  He 
always  offers  hope  no  matter  what  the  situation,  as  Josh  found  out  so  wonderfully.  His  journey  back 
to  spiritual  redemption  and  triumph  is  a  marvelous  story,  whether  or  not  you  are  a  sports  fan.

Simple  Gifts  by  Lori  Copeland -  Taking  place  in  a  delightful  small  town  full  of  eccentric  people,  this 
story  features  43-year-old  Marlene  Queens  from  Chicago,  who  has  returned  to  her  childhood  home 
in  Missouri  to  settle  a  family  estate.

What  an  awesome  God 
we  have . 

After  much  feeling  of  guilt  and  crying,  I  came  to  realize  that  my  being 
present  in  the  room  was  not  in  God^s  plan.   I  need  to  accept  God  had  his 
reasons  and  be  at  peace  with  this. 

Howard  called  Mark,  Jason  &  Rick  (who  is  at  His  Mansion)  .   Mark  Sc   his  family 
are  vacationing  in  Florida,   We  feel  thankful  that  Jason  was  able  to  see, 
talk  and  pray  with  grandpa  last  night,  an  experience  he  will  remember 
forever. 

Thinking  back  on  the  last  few  days,  God  has  also  given  me  a  gift.   I  was 
able  to  pray  with  dad  alone  and  many  times  with  other  family  members  around 
his  bed  holding  hands.

Dad,  Joyce  &  I  had  a  talk  about  where  Rick  is  at  in  his  spiritual  life  and 
dad  learned  that  Rick  is  a  brand  new  Christian,   I  let  dad  know  of  my 
desire  for  him  to  be  able  to  give  Rick  ^'words  of  wisdom''  but  since  he 
couldn't,  he  could  pass  the  torch  onto  me  and  I  would  give  Rick  words  of 
wisdom.   I  know  God  will  help  me  with  this,  all  I  need  to  do  is  ask.   Joyce 
then  said  why  doesn^t  dad  become  Rick's  guardian  angel  and  we  know  in  our 
hearts  he  agreed.
